[Text] Beijing, 27 Mar (XINHUA)--The PEOPLE'S DAILY says in a commentary to- 
day that it is a good indication that the Association of Southeast Asian 
Nations (ASEAN) and the European Economic Community (EEC) have more and more 
comnon views on world developments. 


The commentary refers to the ASEAN and EEC foreign ministers’ meeting which 
closed in Bangkok on 25 March. Although the two regional organizations have 
different political, geographical situations and economic levels, their co- 
operation indicated that "the crucial reality in the world is bringing people 


closer to work for world peace, security and stability." 


The commentary deems the stand taken by the ASEAN-EEC foreign ministers in 
their joint statement on the problems of Kampuchea, Afghanistan and the 
Middle East as "an accusation of hegemonism, big and small." 


The commentary notes that the meeting "reflected the common desire of the 
two regional organizations, in the present world economic situation, to im 
prove their respective economic conditions through increased cooperation for 


mutual benefit."

SRV TROOPS TO ATTACK DEMOCRATIC KAMPUCHEAN BASES

[Text] Bangkok, 26 Mar (XINHUA)--About 6,000 Vietnamese troops have been 
poised near the Thai-Kampuchean border for an attack on bases of Democratic 


Kampuchean guerrillas. 


This was announced by Son Sann, prime minister of the Coalition Government 
of Democratic Kampuchea, at a press conference here yesterday. 


Son Sann said that these Vietnamese troops with tanks, armoured personnel 
carriers and artillery are reportedly to launch their attacks within a 
week. 


The three factions of the coalition government, Son Sann said, had a meet- 
ing a week ago. They agreed for the first time to coordinate military 
action if the Vietnamese attacks started. 


Son Sann called for international effort to make Vietnam withdraw its 
forces from Kampuchea. He appealed to all friendly governments not to 

aid Hanoi, saying that any aid to Vietnam would help that country maintain 
its troops in Kampuchea and would be used to kill Kampucheans.

ASEAN, EEC DENOUNCE OCCUPATION OF KAMPUCHEA

[Text] Bangkok, 25 Mar (XINHUA)--The Association of Southeast Asian Nations 
(ASEAN) and the European Economic Community (EEC) today denounced the mili- 
tary occupation of Kampuchea by Vietnam and of Afghanistan by the Soviet 
Union. 


In a declaration adopted by the just-ended two-day 4th ASEAN-EEC minister- 
ial meeting here, the ministers in charge of foreign, and economic affairs 
of the two-bloc states made it clear that "no assistance should be given to 
Vietnam on such a nature as to sustain and enhance the Vietnamese occupation 
of Kampuchea." 


The ministers at the two-day meeting exchanged views on the current inter- 
national and regional political and economic problems, especially the prob- 
lems of Kampuchea and Afghanistan. 


On the Kampuchean issue, the ministers reiterated their support for the rele- 
vant UN resolutions calling for the withdrawal of all foreign troops from 
Kampuchea. They also expressed their "full support of the declaration of 

the international conference on Kampuchea." 


The ministers noted that "the formation of the Coalition of Democratic 
Kampuchea under the presidency of Samdech Norodom Sihanouk constituted a 
significant step in the search for a comprehensive political settlement. In 
this connection, the ministers were impressed by the overwhelming endorsement 
the international community gave to the Democratic Kampuchea Coalition during 
the 37th UN General Assembly." 


On Afghanistan, the declaration said, the ministers noted "with deep concern 
the Soviet military occupation of Afghanistan has entered its 4th year and 
like the illegal occupation of Kampuchea is another instance of the subjuga- 
tion of small independent states by foreign powers through the use of force.” 
They maintained that "the situation in Afghanistan remains a major cause of 
international tension and continues seriously to affect the stability of the 
region and of the world as a whole." 











In a g¢. 1eral exchange of views of the world economic and financial situation, 
the ministers agreed that "the present difficulties had once again clearly 
demonstrated the economic interdependence which existed among all members of 
the international community." They reaffirmed their belief that "in such an 
increasingly interdependent world, a global, integrated and comprehensive 
approach to international economic issues was essential." ASEAN and EEC 
therefcre agreed on the need to work together and to seek solutions which ef- 
fectively reflected the mutual benefits and common interests and the respon- 
sibility of all parties concerned. 


The ministers pointed to the worsening international trade situation and 
recognized the dangers of recourse to protectionism. They agreed that posi- 
tive structural adjustment could contribute to the improvement of their 


economies. 


The ministers welcomed the close cooperation that had developed between the 
two regions in recent years in the field of commodity arrangements. 


The EEC ministers acknowledged ASEAN's status as a cohesive regional grouping 
which is piaying an independent and positive role in working for peace and 
stability in Southeast Asia. The ASEAN ministers expressed appreciation of 
the positive role of the European community in regard to the problems facing 
the world today. Both sides acknowledged that their respective efforts were 
reinforced by their close and friendly cooperation.

JAPANESE OFFICLAL ON EXPANDING NAVAL PATROLS

[Text] Tokyo, 26 Mar (XINHUA)--The Japanese Self-Defense Forces (SDF) could 
escort U.S. warships coming to Japan from Guam or heading for the Soviet 
maritime province of Siberia in case of emergency, said Haruo Natsume, bureau 
chief of the Self-Defense Agency, at a session of Japan's Lower House Cabinet 
Committee on 24 March. 


His statement went a step beyond the previous ~apanese Government position 
that the Japanese Self-Defense Forces could escort U.S. warships in "near 
seas" off the Japanese coast, a KYODO report said yesterday. 


KYODO also said yesterday that the 6,000-ton U.S. nuclear-powered submarine 
"Los Angeles" entered Yokosuka port of Japan's Kanagawa Prefecture on the 
morning of 25 March for "crew rest and replenishment of supplies." 


This was the fifth port call ty an American nuclear-powered submarine to 
Yokosuka this year.

COMRADE CHEN PIXIAN INTERVIEWED ON LEGAL S¥STEM 


Shanghai MINZHU YU FAZHI [DEMOCRACY ON LEGAL SYSTEM] in Chinese No l,

[Report on Interview with Comrade Chen Pixian [7115 0012 7359], secretary, 
Secretariat of the CPC Central Committee] 


[Text] It was just at the end of the year, on 23 December, with a 
cloudless sky over Beijing and a mild wind an beautiful sunshine, a day 

of rare, almost spring-like mildness at the height of winter, that Comrade 
Chen Pixian, secretary at the Secretariat of the CPC Central Committee, 
received Comrades Ding Ke [0002 2688] and Chen Weisi [7115 0251 2448], 
reporters of this journal, at his Zhongnanhi office for a cordial 
conversation. 


Comrade Chen Pixian's office is tidy and bright, with rows of books-- 
mostly on legal matters--crowding the bookshelves behind his desk. 
Though we had not seen him for many years, Comrade Pixian had retained 
his bright spirit and flashing eyes; he is modest and gentle of speech, 
amiable and easy of approach. He enquired in great detail about MINZHU 

YU FAZHI, its editorial work, its nationwide circulation and the subjects 

in letters received from its readers. The topic of our talk then naturally 
shifted to our country’s new Constitution. Revealing his deep feelings on 
the subject, Comrade Pixian said: "The guiding ideology of the new 
Constitution is based on tne four fundamental principles and it integrates 

in a comprehensive way all our historical experiences since the establis ment 
of our government. All its 138 articles have been proven necessary and 
correct by social practice. This Constitution incorporates the common 

wili of our 1 billion people, embodies the basic interests of our i billion 
people and is the great fundamental law which guarantees long-term good 
government, protracted peace and a prosperous development. It is a 

socialist constitution that is second to none in the world, and it is 

also particularly Chinese in character."' To questions by these reporters 

as to how the implementation of the Constitution will be guaranteed, he 
immediately replied: ''The Constitution is the highest guiding principle 

for all government organs, armed forces, all political parties and people's 
organizations, all enterprises and industrial units and every individual 
citizen. Once drawn up, it certainly has to be implemented without fail. 

The implementation of the rule of law is something that we are sure can 











be achieved, because we have faith in the people, because our Constitution 
was drawn up relying on the people and will equally be implemented by 
relying on che people. Our 1 bi-lion people have acquired the concept 
and custom of observing the Constitution and protecting the Constitution. 
This is the most reliable guarantee for the implementation of the Constitu- 


tion.’"’ In this context Comrade Pixian emphatically pointed to the importance 


of propaganda and education on the legal system. He said: "Since from now 
on we are practicing rule by law, we must thoroughly rid ourselves of some 
of our past antiquat-d ways and have every single person attain a good 
grasp of the Constitution. We must adopt various kinds of vivid and 
vigorous forms of propaganda directed toward the masses, such propaganda 
is to be integrated with realities and explain the Constitution, so that 
every single person understands that upholding the Constitution amounts 

to safeguarding tne fundamental interests of our 1 billion people and every 
single person realizes what the new Constitution advocates, what is 
encourages, what it opposes and what it forbids. Those comrades who 
engage in propaganda ior the legal system must therefore redouble their 
efforts, redouble their diligence and with redoubled creativeness 
accomplish the task that the party has entrusted to them. In this respect 
there are not too many journals and books that propagate the legal system 
and offer education on it and they lag far behind actual needs. There 

are far too few well qualified legal specialists to meet requirements for 
a country which is building up its legal system. Even among the students 
who studied law after the establishment of our new China, quite a number 
have to this day not yet returned to the profession for which they were 
trained. It is therefore at present a work of great urgency to strengthen 
propaganda for the legal system and to replenish our contingent of workers

in the legal profession.’ 


This brought to mind what Comrade Pixian had pointed out earlier at a 


recent symposium: "The buildup of our socialist legal system is continuously 


developing, and new conditions and new problems are continuously arising." 
When we asked him to elaborate, Comrade Pixian interestingly sid: "I 
just mentioned that it will not do to continue in the old ways. The new 
way is now to study the law, understand it, observe it, implement it and 
carry on all affairs according to law. In line with the modernization 
drive, our state system being gradually reformed to meet the needs of the 
new situation; and the establishment of the legal system for the economic 
sector must be expedited and receive early attention and appropriate 
measures must be taken. For instance, cases of industrial or mining 
enterprises arbitrarily tearing up contracts or delaying deliveries must 
be dealt with according to law. Enterprises in the economic sector must 
learn how to use the law; they should employ legai advisors and then be 
able not only to reduce and forestall disputes in their domestic -conomic 
relations, but also be able to protect rigorously our country's economic 
rights and interests according to law in all foreign economic relations. 
This would have a direct, forceful and stimulating effect om our country's 
four modernizations.”

Comrade Pixian's opinions have been most enlightening with respect to 

the future propagandistic content of our journal, and when these reporters 
asked Comrade Pixian to afford our journal, the MINZHU YU FAZHI, the benefit 
of his criticism and directives, he smilingly said: "Your journal has a 
high circulation with a wide readership throughout the country.

of the legal system. For a more ef.ective study of law, it would be best 

to engage specialists or scholars famous throughout the nation for their 
real ability and learning to act as advisors to the editorial department. 
With their assistance the journal will gain additional prestige and 
vitality." 


Though  -omrade Pixian had not said all there was to say, these days are 
short in Beijing and it had become dark. There was still a pile of 
docunents on his desk awaiting his decisions, and we felt we had already 
taken up too much ot his time, so with deep gratitude we took our leave. 
As we drove from Zhongnanhai through the streets of Beijing, seething 
with heavy traffic, our minds were equally seething with emotions. The 
new year is about to start, and what efforts should we make to launch a 
new era in the publication of our journal, so as to express our apprecia- 
tion to our leadership comrades and to fulfill the hopes of the broad 
masses of our readers throughout the whole country!

TRAINING FOR JUDICIAL WORKERS IMPROVED

[Text] beijing, 260 Mar (XINHUA)--Through a system of rotation, some 7/),000 
Chinese legal workers have received in-service, professional training by 
attending cadre schools or courses in political science and law since 1981, 
and another 11,000 are being trained. 


Disclosing this in an interview with XINHUA, an official from the Ministry of 
Justice said that this kind of training is a major way of ensuring the fair 


enforcement of the nation's laws. 


The Third Plenary Session of the llth Central Committee on the Chinese Communist 
Party, held in December 1978, decided to expand socialist democracy and 
strengthen the socialist legal system, the official recalled. 


Since then, he said, the National People’s Congress (NPC) and its Standing 
Committee have instituted over ten major laws, including the criminal code, 

the criminal procedural law and the civil procedural law (draft). On 

December 4, 1982, the fifth session of the Fifth NPC adopted a new constitution 
of the People's Republic of China.

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There are now 11 full-time institutions of in-service training for Chinese legal 
workers. One of them is the central cadre school of political science and law 
in Beijing. Preparations are being made to set up another ten such schools,

COUNTY PEOPLE'S CONGRESS TO SUPERVISE COUNTY GOVERNMENT

[Text] The Rong County People's Government in Sichuan Province has voluntarily 
accepted supervision by the standing committee of the county people's congress 
and has guaranteed the implementation of party principles and policies and 
State law throughout the county. 


Following the establishment of the Standing Committee of the Rong County 
People's Congress, the county people's government, in view of the issue on 
accepting the supervision by the standing committee of the county people's 
congr_ss, set forth five rules: 1) The county people's government and its 
subordinate units must voluntarily accept the supervision exercised by the 
county people's congress and its standing committee; 2) all matters which 
should be submitted to the standing committee for discussion and approval 

must be submitted to the standing committee of the county people's congress 

for discussion and approval, and all resolutions and decisions made by the 
Standing committee must ve conscientioisly carried out; 3) the county people's 
government and its subordinate units must voluntarily report their work to 

the standing committee of the county people's congress; 4) the county 

people's government and its subordinate units must actively and conscientiously 
handle delegates’ motions turned over by the standing committee of the county 
people's congress and see to it that every motion is handled; and 5) when the 
county people's government holds its standing committee meeting, it should ask 
tne standing committee of the county people's congress to send people to attend 
in order to understand situation in government work in a timely manner. When 
the standing committee of the county people's congress holds plenary session 
and when its chairmen hold business meetings, the county people's government 
should send people to attend as observers in orcer to heed the opinions and 
demands of the standing committee of the county people's congress on government 


WOrkK. 


In the past 2 years or so, the Rong County people's government subjected govern- 
ment work to supervision by the standing committee of the county people's 
congress. In February of last year, the standing committee of the county

people's congress adopted a "Resolution on Doing a Better Job in Urban 
Vegetable Production and Supply" after hearing a report of the county people's 
government on the situation of urban vegetable production and supply. The 
county people's government seriously studied the resolution, stabilized the 
acreage of vegetable fields, implemented the responsibility system for 
vegetable production, solved problems in vegetable production and eliminated 
deficits caused by poor management. Now the situation or urban vegetable pro- 
duction and supply has been markedly improved. According to statistics, during 
the past 2 years or so, the Rong County People's Government made three work 
reports and 27 briefings on special subjects to the standing committee of the 
county people's congress in a serious and responsible manner. It has con- 
Ssclentiously implemented five resolutions adopted by the standing committee of 
the county people's congress last year. It has completed handling of all 339 
motions from delegates. Problems of 259 motions have been either solved or 
partially solved. It has dealt with most of 251 suggestions and ideas brought 
up by delegation groups and delegates in a timely manner in accordance with 


party policies and existing conditions.

PEOPLE'S PROCURATORATES INSPECT LAW ENFORCEMENT

Levels Throughout the Country Launch Inspection of Law and Discipline Enforce- 
ment--Resolutely Struggle Against Actions Impinging on Citizen's Democratic 
Rights"] 


[Text] Since the enactment of the Criminal Law and the Law on Criminal Pro- 
cedures in 1980, procuratorates at all levels have actively launched inspections 
on law and discipline enforcement, voluntarily investigated cases on serious 
encroachment on citizen's democratic rights and done a great deal of work in 
protecting citizen's democratic rights in accordance with the stipulations of 


the two laws. 


Struggle against actions impinging on citizen's democratic rights is one of 
the important parts of legal supervision exercised by procuratorial organs. 

In more than 3 years, procuratorates at all levels have accepted over 37,200 
cases on illegal detention, inquisition by torture, illegal search, illegal 
intrusion into private houses, retaliation, false accusation, false testimony, 
sabotage activities in elections and other activities impinging on citizen's 
democratic rights. 


Among those cases, some 14,700 have been filed, and some 12,200 have been 
handled and closed. Through the handling of such cases, cadres and the masses 
have improved their understanding of the legal system and developed the poli- 
tical situation of stability and unity. 


Cases on encroachment on citizen's democratic rights mainly involve state 
workers and rural grassroots cadres. This causes bad influence and 1s very 
harmful. Some people, due to their inadequate understanding of the legai 
system, often fail to see the need to investigate the criminal responsibility 
of cadres who have violated law and committed crimes. They emphasize the pro- 
tection of the so-called enthusiasm of the cadres and ignore the dignity of 
State law. Nevertheless, many cadres and security guards of procuratorates 
have been surmounting all obstacles to enforce the law impartially. The case 
of Chen Zhenjie [7115 2182 2638], former secretary of the party committee of 
the Zhenba coal mine in Shaanxi Province, on vindictive false accusation, 
illegal detention and inquisition by torture, involved more than 20 cadres.

They illegally imprisoned 19 persons, Causing two deaths and one injury. The 
masses repeatedly appealed to higher authorities to handle this case but to no 
avall. Last year, the Shaanxi Provincial Procuratorate, its sub-procuratorate 
and the Zhnenba County Procuratorate jointly formed an investigation group 

which eliminated all interference and obstacles, completed the investigation on 
the case in less than 2 months and arrested, according to law, Chen Zhenjie and 
his five accomplices including Li Jinyin [2621 6855 6892]. 


During the investigation on such cases, procuratorates at all levels set forth 
focal points for the investigation in accordance with the party's central work. 
Last year, Many procuratorates emphatically investigated and handled legal and 
discipline violation cases on vindictive false accusation, false testimony and 
sabotage of post and telecommunications pertinent to economic cases, 
Procuratorates at various levels in Zhejiang Province have handled 17 such 
cases. Jiang Xiaosi [5592 1495 1835], a female worker at a mess hall on the 
Handan Municipal Yarn-dyed Fabric Mill in Hebei Province resisted and exposed 
Liu Hushan [0491 5706 1472], deputy manager of the mill and Chen Xian [7115 
2009}, Geputy section chief of the mill, for taking more than their share and 
Squandering collective funds. Having a grudge against her, Liu and Chen, while 
ostensibly holding democratic life meetings, instigated other persons to jointly 
attack J.ang. They humiliated her and arbitrarily reduced her wages. Jiang 
was driventoc suicide by taking poison, and left an unfinished letter addressed 
to RENMIN RIBAO. The Handan Municipal Procuratorate arrested Liu and Chen, 

the two criminals, according to law. Wu Yuhui [0702 5940 6540], an employee 

of the Changle [1603 2867] post and telecommunications branch office in Hepu 
County of Guangxi Province, hid and opened 68 letters and telegrams of other 
people and pocketed 12,500 yuan worth of remittance and subscriptions for 
newspapers and periodicals. After making a thorough investigation of the case, 
the Hepu County Procurate chased Wu Yuhui to Qionghal County of Hainan island 
and arrested him there according to law. 


Cases on encroachment on citizen's democratic rights are often interwoven with 
violations of law and discipline, party discipline and political discipline. 
Therefore, such cases are comparatively complicated. Procuratorates handle 
only criminal cases. Procuratorates at all levels are extremely careful and 
Strict in distinguishing between crimina] and non-criminal cases. In 

handling general violations of law, they stick to the principle of relying 
mainly on education and using punishment as a supplement so as to attack less 
and educate more. 


In tne past 3 years or so, quite a few procuratorates have also used typical 

positive and negative cases and adopted various forms to publicize socialist 

democracy and legal system among cadres and the masses and have made people 

understand what citizen's rights are and how to protect and respect citizen's 

democratic rights. On this basis, the goal of using the handling of the case

Slastic in civil administrative work and had adhered to sharing people's cares 
and burdens for 33 years; and Ni Fengying [0242 7685 5391], a governess of the 
Children's Welfare Home of Gaoyiu County, who serves foundlings with utmost

{Text} The new constitution of the party stipulates that Communist Party 
members mst "promote new socialist ways and customs, and advocate com- 
munist echics."’ In other words, while providing education for party 
members, we must teach them, particularly party cadres, to apply communist 
ethics as standards on which their words and deeds must be based. 


As far as this point is concerned, the overwhelming majority of our party 
members have done just that. But there are also some comrades who dis- 
apree witn this, contending that onlv socialist ethics, instead of com 
munist ethics, snould be promoted and observed, in socialist society. 
Their reason for opposing the promotion of communist ethics in socialist 
society is that the socialist stage will have to be circumvented by using 
communist ethics as regulatory standards for our statements and actions 
at this time. But a mere review of the history of the communist movement 
will prove this viewpoint to be tmtenable. Communist ethics were actually 
used long ago by Marx, Engels, and many other communist fighters of their 
time when they lived in capitalist societv. There are many accounts of 


this kind in books recalling activities of Marx, Envels, and many revolu- 
tionary predecessors of their time. After imperialism entered the stage 


of history, communist ethics were also used by Lenin, Stalin, and many 

other outstanding Boishevik fighters in Russia as a vehicle to guide their 
action. So did Comrades Mao Zedong, Zhou Enlai, Liu Shaoqi, Zhu De, other 
proletarian revolutionaries of the older generation, and many other revolu- 
tionary martyrs, in our country, when they fought heroically against the 
semi-colonial and semi-feudal systems. Since our revolutionary predecessors 
and revolutionary martyrs in semi-colonial, semi-feudal, capitalist and 
imperialist societies were capable of exemplarily applying communist 

ethics as a vehicle to guide their words and deeds, how can anyone believe 


that the promotion of communist ethics at this initial stage of communism 
as ethical standards goverming the activities of Communist Party members 
and advanced elements will end up "circumventing the socialist stage''? 


Communist Party members must apply communist ethics as a vehicle to guide 
their words and deeds. But where should the ethical standards be mainly 











applied? From the new constitution of the party comes this clear-cut 
answer: Communist Party members must "adhere to the principle that the 
interests of the party and people stand above everything, and subordinate 
their personal interests to the interests of the party and people.” In 
other words, the communist ethics applying to Communist Party members are 
mainly reflected in their correct handling of relationships between their 
personal interests and the interests of the party. Ours is a party dedi- 
cated to the complete liberation of the working class and all mankind. 
Except for the interests of the working class and the whole people, the 
party has no interests of its own. For this reason, party members should 
unconditionally subordinate their personal interests to the interests of 
the party, the working class and the whole people. Of course, saying so 
does not mean a total disregard of the personal interests of party members. 
The party will not only recognize but also do everything in its power to 
take care of the personal interests of its members. For example, it has 
helped its members develop their talent and professional skills, and 

solve difficulties they have encountered in their family life. But as a 
Communist Party member, he should not place his personal interests above 
the interests of the party. Instead, he should subordinate his personal 
interests to the interests of the party, and should consciously sacrifice 
all he has in the party's interests. For some time, this matter has been 
seldom mentioned by those concerned with the party's education and pro- 
paganda and inner-party life. Nor have they stressed the need for Com 
munist Party members to subordinate their personal interests to the inter- 
ests of the party, and even to sacrifice their lives, if necessary. To 
them, it seems that this matter of vital significance is nonessential 

in their minds. In class society, the code of ethics of the ruling class 
actually reflects the interests of that class. In our socialist society, 
the code of ethics should reflect the common interest of a society dominated 
and led by the working class. Ethics should in no way be viewed by us as 
something abstract and extremely mysterious. Ethics should be cultivated 


through personal efforts, and should be put into practice. Ethical standards 


should be reflected in personal performances, in human deeds and in semantic 
terms. Whether one is morally sound or not, and/or morally decent or not 
can be measured, checked and compared. Whether a Communist Party member 
can live up to communist ethical standards or not depends on whether his 
attitude toward the handling of relationships between his personal inter- 
ests and the interests of the party is correct or not and is good or bad. 
In his work entitled "How To Be A Good Communist,'’ Comrade Liu Shaoqi 
emphasized that apart from upholding the communist world outlook, a Com 
munist Party member must focus attention mainly on how to handle correctly 
relationships between his personal interests and the interests of the 
party.

MIDDLE-AGED INTELLECTUALS RECRUITED INTO PARTY RANK

Cruiting New Party Members Among Middle-Aged Intellectuals" ] 


{Text] In line with the principle of being "positive and prudent," the CPC 
committee of the Nanjing Meteorological Institute has placed emphasis on 
recrulting new Party members among middle-aged intellectuals who are working 
in the front lines of teaching and scientific research. By doing so, the 
rank of Party members among teachers has been growing steadily and the Party 
leadership in teaching and scientific research has been strengthened. 


The CPC committee of this Institute has recruited 22 party members among 
teachers and administrative staff since the Third Plenary Session of the llth 
CPC Central Committee, 20 of them are intellectuals, making up 91 percent of 
the total recruitment. Among these 20 new intellectual Party members, one is 
elderly and the rest (19) are middle-aged. 


The experiences gained in seriously engaging Party building work among middle- 
aged intellectuals of the CPC committee of the Nanjing Meteorological Institute 
are in the following three forms: 


I. Emancipating the mind and handling qualification for Party membership 
correctly. After the Third Plenary Session of the llth CPC Central Committee, 
the CPC committee of the Institute seriously analyzed the situation of middle- 
aged intellectuals and held that most of them are university, college, or 
institute graduates who were cultivated by the Party and the people after 
liberation of China in i949.

At present, some intellectuals, especially middle-aged intellectuals, still 
do not have suitable living and working conditions to engage in their mental 
work. 


Leading comrades at all levels and comrades in charge of rear service work 
should fully understand the characteristics of the work on intellectuals and 
learn from the party committee of the Provincial Agricultural Scientific In- 
stitution and the broad masses of staff members and workers of the Logistics 
Department to wholeheartedly engage in scientific research, to try every means

3. Select key points to examine whether party members and leading cadres 
have caused problems such as taking advantage of their offices to make private 
gains and committing corruption and taking bribes in housing construction 


and allocation. 


4. Party committees at the county level and above and members of leading 
arty members groups of various organs must undergo a period of democratic 
ife around the spring festival. Im the case of those comrades who have 
vinced unhealthy practices in housing construction and allocation, they 

must explain with consciousness their respective situations, carry out mutual 
criticism and self-criticism, and make suggestions on how to handle them 

and report to the commission for discipline inspection of the superior party 


committee. 
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}. Conscientiously implement pertinent policies and regulations. Ideologi- 
cally we must distinguish right from wrong; economically, those which should 
be returned or repaid must be returned and repaid, and those which snould be 


made up must be made up, without taking advantage of things. In the case 
of those whose problems are minor, whose attitude in accepting education is 
good, and who have done well in returning or making up the necessary payments, 


they may be excluded or exempted from any administrative punishment. In the 
case of tnose whose problems are serious, wrose sicuations are particularly 


vicious, and who retuse to repent, they must be seriously handled; where they 
have individually committed crimes or -vriolated the penal code, they must be 
punished according to law.

6. Rectification of this unhealthy trend in housing construction and alloca-

following question: What philosophic legacy should we inherit from Marx? 
Master the Materiaiist Dialectic View of Development and the Dialectic

Part of the philosophical legacy that Marx left us is materialist dialectics. 
According .> Lenin, materialist dialectics is a most profound theory about 
development and is free from any defects of one-sidedness. One of the 
fundamental ideas in this theory is that it regards the world not as an 
aggregation of processes, in which all the seemingly stable things and the 
concepts that they reflect in our minds are in the process of constant change 
from birth to death.

It treats in a revolutionary and critical spirit not only all 
objective things but also all theories and theses including Marxism itself. 
It was based on precisely this viewpoint of development and this revolu- 
spirit of criticism that throughout his life, Marx opposed the 
practice following the beaten path and the adoption of an attitude of 
compromise toward any old thing that had already lost its vitality and 
supported and sang the praise of the revolution which had already become 
necessary. Aleksander I. Herzen called dialectics a revolutionary's 
algebra and Lenin even directly called dialectics revolutionary dialectics 
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and regarded it as the most important thing in Marxism, Adhering to 
dialectics means adhering to the revolutionary and critical spirit in 
dialectics and naving the courage to discard the old and seek the new, 
remove the old and spread the new and continuously blaze the way for the 
birth, growth, consolidation and development of new things. 


The viewpoint of development and revolutionary spirit of criticism of 
material diaiectics is of great significance for us in carrying out our 
socialist construction today and in striving to fulfill the strategic task 
put forward by the 12th Party Congress of creating an overall new situation 
in our socialist modernization. At present one of the major tasks in our 
country's socialist construction is to be determined to carry out the reforms.

Master the Viewpoint of Practice of the Dialectic Materialist Epistemology

Another philosophical legacy Marx left us is dialectic materialist episte- 
mology. Dialectic materialist epistemology is a dialectic and dynamic 
revolutiona theory of knowledge as the reflection of reality. According 
to the dialectic materialist viewpoint, people's knowledge cannot in the 
least be divorced trom practice. Practice is the most fundamental link 
between the perceiver and the world and a most fundamental bridge by which 
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human beings cross from their subjective ideas to objective truth. If 
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knowledge and will naturaliy be unable to effectively carry out activities 
to transform the world under the guidance of correct knowledge. Marxist 
philosophy differs from the old philosophy in that it regards practice, not 
God or reason, as the judge of truth. All knowledge, thoughts, theory 

and theses should undergo the trial of this judge. Anvthing proved by the 
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its vitality, we should enrich and develop it with new experience and 
knowledge that we have acquired along with the deepening of our practice. 
Marxist philosophy itself is imbued with its vitality by practice and 
acquires rich nourishment from experience gained in practice. moreover, 
it continues to prove and correct its own theory through the conclusions 
acquired in practice. This is a major distinguishing characteristic of 
the Marxist philosophy and is the source of its infinite vitality. It is 
also a valuable enlightenment that our philosophical legacy, dialectic 
materialist epistemology, has given us. 


Marxist philosophy itself attaches importance to practice. It also requires 
its successors to attach importance to practice and oppose the attempt of 
anybody to ossify its theory. From Marx, Engels, Lenin and many Marxist 
political parties of the international communist movement to the Chinese 
communists represented by Comrade Mao Zedong, all communists have attached 
great importance to this basic principle of Marxist philosophy and paid

Only through practice and through transforming objective reality can 
people achieve a unity between themselves as perceivers and the world. 
In the area ot social life, investigation and study is a good method for 
contacting and understanding reality. Investigation and study is a concrete 
application of Marxist epistemology and a working method invented by Comrade 
Mao Zedong and proved by practice to be effective. Obtaining a clear under- 
standing of the situation and formulating our policies through investigation 
and study is a fine tradition of our party.

Master the Materialist Viewpoint on History and Resolutely Believe in the 
Just and Inevitable Nature of Communism 


Historical materialism is another valuable philosophical legacy Marx left 
us. After the ancient Greek philosopher Anaxagoras put forth the proposi- 
tion that “reason rules over the world," in European philosophical history, 
history was always regarded as the outcome of human race's reason, Occa- 
sionally, a small number of philosophers emerged who concluded that history 
was formed by entirely accidental phenomena. For example, they said, "The 
excessive bitterness of a choleric fanatic, the excessive enthusiasm of 

a conqueror, the indigestion of a monarch or the vision of a woman all may 
give rise to wars." This viewpoint is a theory of ‘'occasionalism"” that 
exaggerates the role of the accidental factors in history. On the surface, 
it seems to differ from the viewpoint on history that exaggerates the role 
of certain objective or subjective spirit, but as a matter of fact, it is 
of the opinion that there is no low to follow in the development of history 
and all depends on occasions and luck. This is another form of fatalism 
and is still a kind of idealist viewpoint on history. 


Historical development is participated in by human beings that always act 
with a certain aim and desire. Human beings always act with a certain aim 
and desire when they take part in historical activities, but history follows 
an objective law independent from the will of human beings. How can we 
reconcile this contradiction? Before Marx, some philosophers already 
touched this problem, but they were not able to solve it. For exampie, 
Hegel also admitted isistorical inevitability, but in Hegel's philosophy 

of history, historical inevitability was treated as a synonym of the 
universal spirit. Contrary to Hegel's philosophy, Marxism upholds that 
true, human activities are involved in history and human beings act with 
certain aims and desires, but these aims and desires are always restricted 
hy living environment and material living conditions, first of all, produc- 
tion conditions in which human beings live. If any human beings, even an 
outstanding one, overstep the scope allowed by these surroundings and 
conditions, he will not achieve his aim. As Engels pointed out when he 
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talked about the materialist viewpoint of history: "All historical phenomena 
can be explained in the simplest way and the ideas and concepts of any 
historical period can also be very simply explained by the living and 
economic conditions of that period; the social and political relationships 
that are determined by these conditions. This for the first time put history 
on its true basis--on the obvious fact which has completely been neglected 

in the past that people must first eat, drink, dwell and dress, that they 
must first labor before they can scramble for power of rule and engage in 
political, religious, philosophical and other activities." ("Selected 

Works of Marx and Engels," Vol 3, p 41) The reason why the philosophical 
legacy of historical materialism is valuable is not only because it is the 
first correct and scientific viewpoint on history and it has driven away 
idealism from its last refuge and implemented materialism to an unprece- 
dently thorough degree. But also because it provides the proletariat and 

the broad masses of people with a powerful ideological weapon in carrying 

out creative nistorical activities. 


In order to inherit this valuable philosophical legacy, we should firmly 
believe in historical inevitability and in the inevitable realization of 
the communist social system. Communism is a kind of conviction we believe 
in, but it is first of all a science. We believe in communism, not only 
because it conforms to the interests of the broad masses of people, but also 
because it is an objective law that is independent from the will of human 
beings. The just nature and the inevitability of communism are consistent 
with one another, but this justice will be empty if it is not based on 
historical inevitability. Many utopian socialist thinkers pursued socialism 
all their lives, but because of their lack of the scientific knwoeldge 
about socialism and communism, they could not form their ideas into a kind 
of scientific system of historical viewpoints and theory and their theory 
finally became a kind of empty sermon. Our faith in communism is founded 
on a scientific basis, that is, on the basis of the materialist viewpoint 
of history and on the basis of a thorough mastery of the law governing the 
development of history. It is precisely through the help of the scientific 
viewpoint of history--historical materialism--that we are able to realize 
that class societies are impermanent and they will finally develop into a 
communist society without classes, and that despite the diverse forms of 
prosperity on the surface in quite a few capitalist countries, because of 
the insurmountable contradictions with the capitalist social system, the 
capitalist system will inevitably be replaced by socialist and communist 
systems. If we use this historical viewpoint to analyze the society in 
China today, we will see that though at present we are as yet in an initial 
stage of communism, that is the stage of socialism, and not much developed, 
though the level of economic development in our country is stiil low because 
of its original economic backwardness and because of the twists and turns 
we have undergone in the past, and though we are still faced with many 
difficulties and may moreover encounter all kinds of difficulties and 
obstacles, we will nevertheiess certainly win the final thorough victory 

in our countrv'’s socialist construction. This is because after all we 
established a socialist system and our socialist system has 


have already 





already undergone the serious test of history and become more consolidated. 
It is also because under the guidance of the correct line formulated since 
the third plenary session of the llth CPC Central Committee and through 
continuous practice, exploration and summing up of experience, we have 
already found through exploration a path of socialist modernization suited 
to China's national conditions. Therefore, our socialism, which is not 
developed to a very great extent today, will step by step develop into a 
developed stage of socialism and will finally enter communisn.

[Text] I. Marxism Is a Developing Doctrine 


Marx, tne great proletarian revolutionary teacher, has been dead for a 
century. In this century or so, there have been unprecedented, great 
changes in the history of mankind. Many once well-known figures have been 
forgotten. Many once popular, earthshaking doctrines have lost their 
luster. They can no longer evoke the initial fervent response from people 
and have dimmed increasingly. But the image of Marx as the revolutionary 
teacher overthrowing the old world and emancipating all mankind has radiated 
brilliance all the time. The Marxist doctrine created by him has forever 
preserved its youthful vigor, like an evergreen. [It has met challenges 

from all quarters and has overcome multiple obstacles, always advancing 


triumphantly. Needless to say, in the one century or so, the path traversed 
by Marxism has not been even and flat. It has stood drastic tests. In 
given periods and situations, it also stagnated, retrogressed and even 
degenerated. From the establishment of the earliest Marxist political party 
to date, we can cite manv historical facts to prove this. The 10-year 
the Lin Biao and Jiang Qing cx errevolutionary groups 

is a case in point. At times like this, people often lose confidence in 
Marxism and have doubts. No matter what the storm, Marxism has always 
demonstrated its militant power of never declining and has doggedly advanced 
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what is the reason’ It is that Marxism is a science. Marxism does not 
anv ultimate truth. Marxism is a developing doctrine. 


VY uses the Weapon of criticism and self-criticism to overcome 


its own defects and correct its own mistakes, but also changes its own form 
of the practice of the three major revolutions of 
roduction struggie, class struggle and scientific experiment. This has 
guarded against stagnation and ossification. Based on works written by 
Marx and Envels in different periods of time, Lenin, in "The State and 
Revolution,’ pointed out how they enriched and developed the doctine of 
proletarian dictatorship. In a preface to the second German edition of 
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"The State of the British Working Class" written by him earlier, Engels 
said in 1892 that earlier investigative reports and certain analyses and 
conclusions by him about the state of the British working class had become 
outdated due to changed circumstances. All this shows that the founders 
of Marxism did not think that all their own conclusions and viewpoints 
would be all-perfect, eternal truths. On the contrary, they criticized 
the vulgar play of the word "eternal truth" by Duhring. They took the 
practice of the three major revolutions as the main basis for the develop- 
ment of their own theory. Marx showed particular concern for the develop- 
ment of natural science in the belief that science can be transformed into 
productivity. He held that science is "a revolutionary force having a 
stimulating effect on history."" (Marx: "Speech Before the Tomb of Marx") 
According to Engels’ recollections, Marx felt jtubilant over any new discovery 
in natural science. This was because any new discovery or breakthrough 

in natural science could not only stimulate the progress of human society, 
but also prod Marx into reviewing and developing his own doctrine, 


Since Marxism is developing, there is no fixed pattern for socialist revolu- 
tion and socialist construction. Lenin did not take the original assumptions 
by Marx and Engels about revolution as fixed patterns in formulating the 
theory on the October revolution. China's new democratic revolution was 
once based on the pattern of armed riots in Russian cities and ended up a 
failure. Later, based on the revolutionary practice of China, Comrade 

Mao Zedong integrated the universal truth of Marxism with the practice of 
the Chinese revolution and defined the revolutionary theory calling for 

the countryside to encircle cities. Only then was victory achieved. 
Actually, without giving up the fixed pattern and without recognizing 
Marxism as a developing doctrine, our democratic revolution could not have 
been successful. The same should be true of our socialist revolution. 

Our party has called for following our own road. This is in line with 
fundamental Marxist principles. Whether in regard to the problem of waging 
struggle for national liberation or in regard to the problem of carrying 

Out socialist revolution and socialist construction, every nation should 
proceed from its own realities and select its own road. In this regard, 

we should not force others to follow us, nor should we force ourselves to 
follow others. The development of Marxism must be integrated with the 
history and reaiities of various countries and their peoples. Therefore, 
they naturally develop different Marxist features on their own. Just as 
Lenin said, all nations will head for socialism but wili make it in different 
ways. Each nation has its own features. Our party's caJl for building 
socialism with Chinese features is exactly the application and development 
of this idea of Lenin's. Varied versions of the socialist doctrine with 
their own features will eventually enrich Marxism and stimulate its develop- 
ment. 


As far as the world is concerned, socialist construction is marked by 
experiences of success and lessons about failure. We must grope our way 
in practice and sum up experiences in practice. Just as Comrade Hu Yaobang 


pointed out in his report at the "12th CPC National Congress," our country 


is now accumulating new experiences, creating new theories and pushing 
forward Marxism-Leninism—Mao Zedong Thought in what is new and great practice 








under new historical conditions. We cannot retrace cur steps and borrow 
past experiences and theories in their entirety. Even if these experiences 
and theories were once correct and had a positive and healthy effect under 
then prevailing conditions, we must now also reexamine and reassess them in 
light of new conditions. Those that must be developed should be developed. 
Those that must be reformed should be reformed. We cannot stay in the rut. 
We should not be influenced by the effect of habitual laziness and must 
Overcome the trend toward putting on new shoes only to follow the old road. 


Ceaselessly developing Marxism calls for having a given number of allies 
among people of different schools of thought in order to meet the needs of 
the revolutionary tasks over different periods of time. Under new historical 
conditions today, Marxism calls for seeking, winning over and expanding the 
ranks of allies. Engels once told the leaders of the German proletariat 

to translate militant literature on atheism at the end of the 18th century 
and to publicize it widely among the people. Lenin also emphatically 

talked about this problem. He held that if a Marxist thinks that only a 
direct path involving purely Marxist education can rid millions of people 

of their state of ignorance, then this is the biggest and worse mistake. 

He even said: If we did not dare to form an alliance with the figures 
representing the bourgeoisie in the 18th century (the time when the 
bourgeoisie was still the revolutionary class), then we were undoubtedly 
rebeiiing against Marxism and materialism. We should set store by the 
thinking of Engels and Lenin about the need of allies for Marxism. At 
present, in the world some people are not Marxists and are progressive 
advocates of democratism, nationalism and humanitarianism. But they can 
cooperate with us. We should also do our best to seek cooperation with them 
and cooperation on given problems in given periods of time. In the contem- 
porary history of China, many intellectuals headed for Marxism prompted by 
the demands of national liberation and the sentiment of patriotism. We 
should not look down upon and exclude those patriots who are still not 
Marxists. We must respect and unite with them and join in their efforts 

to realize the great cause of unifying the motherland and making it pros- 
perous. Under given conditions, Marxists can also form an alliance with the 
humanitarians of the bourgeoisie or the petite bourgeoisie. Well-known 
writer and great humanitarian of France Romain Rolland was, at the same 
time, a brave fighter against imperialist reactionaries and fascism and a 
true friend ot the socialist Soviet Union. In the letters and other works 
written by him after his visit to the Soviet Union in the 1930's, he once 
again said that the progress of the world and human well-being are closely 
related to socialism. Of course, when Marxists become allies with non- 
Marxists, the former must take note of the independence of their own systen, 
must show a knack for unity and criticism and must strive for a Marxist 
initiative amore 1!lies and refrain from being made appendages. 

II. We Must -ention to the Theory of Knowledge 

In safeguarding the development of Marxism, the theory of knowledge is an 
important problem. Engels said: "Freedom lies in controlling ourselves 
and the external natural world in light of the necessity of nature.” 
("Anti-Duhring”) This way of knowing and exploiting nature is freedom. 











As far as the theory of knowledge is concerned, what aspects have advanced 
along the Marxist orbit, or the scientific orbit of theory of knowledge’ 

What are those that have deviated? This problem confronting us calls for 

an answer. Given progress in regard to the theory of knowledge, our thinking 
can take a big step forward and our practice can be rewarded with greater 
results. We can also make fewer mistakes. We had weaknesses in this respect. 
Before the founding of the party, our party did not make ideological prepara- 
tions in this regard. We were unlike Russia, which had Herzen and 
Chernyshevsky. They themselves were not Marxists, but they were relatively 
inclined toward Marxism. Before the Russian revolution, Plekhanov and 

Lenin had many works published. The situation in China was different. 

Chen Duxiu was the founder of the CPC. But actually he was only a radical 
revolutionary democrat. Li Dazhao was the earliest one to publicize Marxism. 
He was one of the early founders of the party and was also our party's first 
martyr. But there were not many of his works. Only after Mao Zedong 

Thought was formed and established did the CPC mature theoretically. After 
the Seventh CPC National Congress, Mao Zedong Thought was used to unify the 
awareness of the whole party. Thus, a victory was achieved in the new 
democratic revolution. But in the period of socialist revolution and 
socialist construction, our party again faced the problem of inadequate 
theoretical preparations. In 1957, Comrade Mao Zedong said that in economic 
construction, we still lacked experience and still needed to accumulate 
experiences. This idea was again advanced by him in 1962. He said that 
China's socialist construction was still a realm of great necessity to us. 

We must understand it. Therefore, the lack of Marxist theoretical prepara- 
tions was one great weakness of the party of China. 


The three components of Marxism derived from Britain, France and Germany. 
They can be described as the sum of the revolutionary struggle of these 
three developed countries and the fruits of theory representing the then 
highest level. Marx spent more than half of his life in Britain. Many of 
his works were written in Britain. Britain not only produced outstanding 
political economics, but was also at the same time a model for capitalist 
economic development. '‘''Das Kapital" drew on it as an example in studying 
capitalist economic development. The bourgeois revolution in France was 
carried out with the greatest thoroughness. It underwent very complicated 
and also tortuous political changes and was a rich source of data for the 
analvsis of class struggle in capitalist society. Such works as "The Civil 
War in France” written by Marx drew on France as a source of material. 
Meanwhile, in regard to assumptions about socialism, France also had 
outstanding figures like Saint Simon and Fourier. From the time our country 
started turning to the West for truth, academic culture of Britain and 
France was introduced into our country. Yan Fu had translated many works 
from these two countries. We had the least contact with German ciassical 
philosophy and also knew the least about it. Wang Guowei was acquainted 
only with some philosophical viewpoints of Nietzsche and Schopenhauer. 
Figures ot that period were not acquainted with the works of German thinkers. 
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But German classical philosophy was one of the three sources of Marxism. 
Of the German classical philosophy criticized by Marx, the theory of 
knowledge and methodology were inherited and transformed to become a 
fundamentai principle as a basis for his analysis of all social phenomena. 
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In the evening of his life, Lenin studied the philosophy of Hegel. He 
criticized Hegel's viewpoint of ideological analysis. But generally 
speaking, he had a high opinion of Hegel's philosophy. He said that without 
understanding all Hegelian logic, we could not completely understand 

Marx's "Das Kapital," and its first chapter in particular. He also wrote 
an article in the then Soviet party organ "Under the Banner of Marxism," 
advocating the organization of a "friendship association on Hegelian 
dialectical materialism." After Lenin died, due to Stalin's contempt for 
German classical philosophy, Soviet philosophical circles did not seriously 
carry out Lenin's above-mentioned instructions. In China, Comrade Mao 
Zedong expressed opposition to Stalin's erroneous idea of regarding German 
classical philosophy as a reaction against bourgeois revolution. But the 
above ideological trend of negating German classical philosophy still had 
an impact on our realm of thinking, causing us to unconsciously sever the 
links between Marxism and German classical philosophy. This has inevitably 
caused bias on our part in the study of the theory of knowledge. 


In our country, representative works on Marxist philosophy are, of course, 

to be equated with Comrade Mao Zedong's idea that everything has two aspects. 
Though the idea that everything has two aspects was put forth before Stalin's 
"Dialectical Materialism and Historical Materialism," it has its own 

stronz points compared to this work by Stalin. Stalin's "Dialectical 

Materialism and Historical Materialism" also has its own strong points. 

it played a tremendous role in making Marxism easy to understand. But it 

lso has shortcomings and mistakes. For example, Stalin summed up the 

ifferences between dialectics and materialism as those between methods and 
heorv, separating the two. His interpretation of dialectics was incomplete. 
In generalizing the three basic characteristics of materialism, he regarded 
the world and its laws, being capable of being understood, as one of them, 
This means that idealists are all agnostics. In fact, many idealists 

also consider that the world is capable of being understood. For example, 

among them were Hege! and Berkeley. Once Stalin's work was published, all 
Soviet philosophical circles based their discussions on Stalin's line. 
Philosophy was at a standstill. In the 1950's, Comrade Mao Zedong 

criticized Stalin's mistake. He said that in describing the contradictions 
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in things, Stalin talked about only the struggle between opposites and not 
bout the unity of opposites. This criticism hit the nail on the head. 
[It was also very important. That Stalin onlv talked about struggle was a 
reflection in philosophy of his political idea of class struggle growing 
ever more acute. Comrade Mao Zedong criticized this errneous viewpoint on 
Stalin's part. He upheld the identity of contradictions and upheld the 
original idea of unity of opposites expounded all the time from Marx and 
Engels to Lenin. Based on this and on the principle of using different 

to solve difterent contradictions put forth in his "On Contradiction," 


methods 

Comrade Mao Zedong created the doctrine of two different types of contra- 
dictions existing in socialist society and the party's guideline of letting 
a hundred flowers blossom and a hundred schools of thought contend in the 
cultural rield. This was a great contribution to Marxism. Unfortunately, 
in his Later vears, Comrade Mao Zedong acted against his original idea 


and against the viewpoint of the identity of contradictions that he upheld. 











Instead, he used the "one divides into two' to oppose the "two combine 
into one," putting opposites in absolute terms. He even thought chat 
integration could also only be interpreted in terms of one side swallowing 
the other. This caused the consequences of extended class struggle. 
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In On Practice, Comrade Mao Zedong not only defined practice as the 
criterion for testing truth, but also gave practice as the source of 
, & 
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Knowledge, thus expounding the idea of practice, put forth by Marx, that 


men understand the world in transforming the world. But as far as the problem 


of practice is concerned, there likewise exists the problem of our summing 
up experiences and drawing a lesson therefrom. One point was that Comrade 
Mao Zedong later overstressed men's subjective initiative, so that the 

reaction of the superstructure on the base was exaggerated. This caused a 
flood of subjectivism during the period of the great ieap forward. On the

Beginning with Kant, German classical philosophy drew on three realms, 
namely, perception, understanding and reason. Later, Hegel also copied this 
method. jut he vested them with different meanings. I think that concerning 
the tne f knowledge, we can consider replacing the two realms of percep- 
tion and reason with the three realms of perception, understanding and 
reason, hus, we can avoid the kind of pitfall mentioned above. It is 
very important to define the differences between understanding and reason. 
his helps in drawing a line of distinction between dialectics and meta- 
pnvsics. According to Hegel's interpretation, the feature of understanding 
is hoidi separate viewpoints of concrete objects by clinging to the 
jifterences between tixed traits and varying traits and giving play to the 
role of reasoned ditterentiation. it involves a breakdown of varied 
omponents of our consciousness, reducing them to a simple concept, a one- 
sided rule and a weak abstraction. Therefore, what understanding arrives 
at is only an abstract concept, or abstract university. It cannot reflect 
the who.e of 2 thing, its essence and its built-in ties. Such abstract 
universai does not sum up in it individual and special traits. In 

comr inguaye, it breaks the varied unity of things, turning various 
ombined traits, with their inherent built-in ties, into one with only

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of "rising from the abstract to the concrete" and concluded that only this 
was the correct scientific method (dialectics). Only the latter method 
represents concrete universality. This is also to say that only this 
method reflects the whole of a thing, its essence and its built-in ties. 
But, at the same time, we must also note that Marx did not totally negate 
the method of analyzing understanding. In his opinion, the method of 
analyzing understanding appears at a given stage in the process of cogni- 
tion. It is effective and accurate only within a given province. It 
becomes absurd once carried beyond it. The method of analyzing understanding 
is one-sided. Those people adopting this method often think that a grasp 

of a main aspect of a thing or its so-called essence means a grasp of the 
whole thing and its essence. In fact, the main aspect of a thing is not 
isolated and independent and is, instead, closely related to its other 
aspects, inseparable built-in links existing between each other and thus 
torming a varied unified whole. Therefore, we must bear in mind what Lenin 
said: We must note and study all aspects of a thing and all its ties and 
"mediums." Only in this way can we guard against mistakes and ossification. 
Certain dedicated scholars in the history of our country who respected 

facts also said something worth nothing. For example, the idea of "studying 
a matter down to the last detail and observing all aspects of a thing" 

put forth by Dai Zhen is, in my opinion, worth drawing upon as a source of 
reference. There are still many problems of this kind in regard to the 
theory of knowledge. They call for a serious study by us. If we can achieve 
a breakthrough and make progress in the area of the theory of knowledge, 
then we can raise our level of Marxism. I feel that this is an important 
problem in our construction efforts concerning theory. 


III. Marxism and Cultural Criticism 


In carrying on heritages from the past and introducing things from foreign 
countries, we must be critical. Without being critical, we cannot carry 

on heritages and introduce foreign things. Comrade Mao Zedong said: We 
must raise the Marxist banner of criticism in all academic areas. He also 
called for “making the past serve the present" and "making foreign things 
serve China.'’ Later, criticism fell into disrepute. Especially in the 

10 vears ot internal disorder, so-called mass criticism degenerated into a 
means of intimidation and vilification. This called for bringing order 

out of chaos and restoring the reputation of criticism. Criticism was 
originally a term used in German classical philosophy. Kant's philosophy 
was calied critical phiiosophy. In its original sense, so-called criticism 
meant a reconsideration and reassessment of various spheres of old meta- 
physics. This also meant a study of those established spheres that nad 
never been looked into, in order to find out the limits within which these 
spheres were, after all, of value and useful. Criticism was not reconciled 
to presuppositions that had never been looked into. As far as this is 
concerned, criticism carries the positive singificance of opposing blind 
compliance and superstition and promoting independent thinking. Enlightened 
scholars of the 18th century can be considered as the founders of the spirit 
of criticism. Engels said that "they do not accept any external authority, 
no matter what the background. Religion, the concept of nature, society 
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and the state system--everything is subjected to the most ruthless criticism; 
everything must defend its own existence, or give up its right of existence 
before the court of reason. Considered understanding is the only yardstick 
by which to measure everything." ("The Development of Socialism From 


Assumption To Science") 


Of course, Marxist criticism is not based on considered understanding. 
Rather, it calls for promoting a down-to-earth scientific spirit and 
subjecting everything to consideration and reassessment before the court 
of practice. Marxism is a science, not religion. Therefore, the Marxist 
spirit of criticism is also scientific spirit unreconciled with presuppo- 
sitions that have never been observed before. This is also to say that as 
revolutionary scientific theory, Marxism itself is also being ceaselessly 


tested in practice. 


Marxism has always held that principle is not a starting point but is its 
end result. Principle cannot be used to tailor facts. Principle can only 
derive from facts. In the feudal period, students of classics in our 
country were mindful of domestic discipline. Every line that a teacher 
said was taken as truth and followed to the last letter. But in the Qing 
Dynasty, there were also some bold scholars who did not confine themselves 
to fixed moral standards. In the contemporary academic and ideological 
history of China, there was no lack of outstanding figures of this kind. 

Dai Zhen was an outstanding representative. His work "What Mencius Writes 
Leaves Room For Argument," was a remarkable piece. Could it be that 
Marxists of today should not especially take these predecessors as shining 
examples and strive to surpass them? The founders of Marxism used this 
down-to-earth spirit of criticism as a guide to their actions and established 
their great doctrine. In "Manuscripts," written by him in 1844, Marx 
pointed out the mistake of treating what should be verified in the study 

of the national economy as something taken for granted. He also said that 
like theists, who used original sin to explain the source of evil, these 
people treated what should be elaborated as a historical fact. Marxism was 
the opposite of this arbitrary attitude. It accepted the test of practice 
and consciously used practice as a criterion for testing truth. What 
Comrade Mao Zedong said about Marxism being not afraid of criticism contains 
this meaning. Within our party, strict criticism and self-criticism were 
carried out twice in the area of Marxism. The first time was during the 
Yanan rectification campaign in 1942, The second time was the emancipation 
of thinking represented by the third plenary session of the 1lth CPC Central 
Committee, which was aimed at smashing dogmatism and the personality cult, 
which had long existed. Marxism is packed with vitality. It is revolu- 
tionary and not fixed. It is not afraid of criticism and self-criticism. 

It can stand the test of practice and consolidate and develop itself in 


the test of practice. 


In our carrying out Marxist cultural criticism, there were deviations and 
errors. The so-called "mass criticism" in the "great cultural revolution" 
represented the development and the vicious expansion of negative factors 
in the manv ideological criticism movements since the founding of the PRC. 
It was exploited by a small number of careerists, causing a great disaster 
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for the whole people. Shortly after national liberation, we guarded against 
the mistakes made by the "proletarian cultural group." We adopted a 
relatively prudent attitude toward our cultural heritages and theatrical 
works in particular. We therefore made relatively few mistakes. Our 
achievements were relatively marked. This was closely related to how we 
understood and grasped certain Marxist principles as a basis for cultural 
criticism. We were for the criticism of what is inherited. This means 
combining affirmation with negation and elimination with preservation. 

In other words, this means "developing what is useful or healthy and 
discarding what is not."’ In the past, we very seldom talked about the law 
of the negation of negation. This had a certain effect on the matter of 
criticizing what is inherited. The negation of negation is a law in 
Hegelian dialectics and is, at the same time, also a main principle consti- 
tuting his own philosophy. His philosophy is without the least exception 
based on the three-stage formula--in itself, for itself, and in itself and 
for itself--or the negation of negation. To incorporate his own philosophy 
in this tidy and uniform three-stage system, Hegel often resorted to 
artificial compulsive means. Great obscurity and even mystery were noted, 
especially in the transition from one link to another. But materialists 

can entirely draw on this Hegelian idea in a critical manner and use it to 
Observe history. Hegel throught that the development of philosophy was 
nothing but one philosophy overthrowing another. Nevertheless, the history 
of philosophy is no exhibition of past mistakes. He considered that every 
overthrown philosophy is preserved as a low stage. For example, dialectics 
Surpasses and simultaneously embodies sophism, scepticism and relativism. 
This viewpoint of the negation of negation in the development of history 

was affirmed by Marx and Engels. But this did not receive proper attention 
in our theoretical circles. This was probably a result of the influence of 
Stalin's keen rejection of the law of the negation of negation as a heritage 
from Hegel. Comrade Mao Zedong did not rectify this prejudice. He also 
objected to the law of the negation of negation. In his works, he never 
mentioned this law. It was said that he considered it very difficult to 

use the law of the negation of negation to represent certain cases in life. 
For example, following the negation of the slave society by the feudal 
society and also the negation of the feudal society by the capitalist society, 
there was not a phenomeron of reversion in regard to the embodiment of a 

low form in a high form. But this is because certain laws have this trait: 
It is only effective and accurate in a wider area of time and space. Just 
as Engels said in his "Letter to Fu Bo-Er-Ji-Wu-Si [5394 0590 1422 0679 
3527 2448),"" "The farther away from the economic area our field of research 
is and the closer it is to the purely abstract ideological area, the more 
contingencies we see in its development and the more curved its curve. 

If you draw an axis of the curve, you will find that the longer the period 
of research and the broader the scope of research, the closer this curve is 
to the axis of economic development and the more it traces the latter in 
parallel." For example, after the system of private ownership negated the 
primitive communist society, the commmist society again negated the 
represented by private ownership. This constitutes the law of 


society 
development represented by the negation of negation. Of course, to resort 
to artificial compulsive means and use the law of the negation of negation 


to establish a tidy and uniform three-stage system the way Hegel did--this 
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is drawing a torced analogy. But I think that we also cannot negate this 
law, just because of the drawback of mechanical application on his part. 
If we negate this law, we are likely to treat the curvilinear progress of 
cultural development as a simplified straight-line progress. This would 
also cause more serious evil consequences. I think that the appearance 

of the so-called "thoroughgoing rupture" in the "great cultural revolution 
and the condemnation of all past culture as something feudal, bourgeois and 
revisionist to be eliminated are inseparable from the neglect of the law 

of the negation of negation and the distortion of the scientific spirit of 
criticism over a long period of time. The Marxist spirit of criticism 

does not mean simple total negation. Instead, it carries the significance 
of the spirit of developing what is useful or healthy and discarding what 
is not, as mentioned above 


We have made some studies concerning the matter of critically carrying on 
cultural heritages. We have especially achieved breakthroughs in the past 
few years. For example, to assess cultural and artistic heritages by drawing 
a line between materialism and idealism and between pragmatism and opposition 
to pragmatism was a problem that once aroused debate. It is beyond a 

Shadow of doubt that we uphold materialism. But to sum up the history of 

the develcpment of past thinking as a two-line struggle between materialism 
and idealism and to hold that only what is materalist is good and worthy 

of being carried on and that everything idealist is bad and must be given 
up--this is a form of putting things in simplified terms. Lenin said: 
"Clever idealism is closer to clever materialism than stupid materialism." 
("Notes on Philosophy," p 305) Hegelian philosophy is clever idealism. 
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t is closer to dialectical materialism (clever materialism) than what 
Engels cailed down-at-the-heels vulgar materialists crying their wares 


(stupid materialists).

The principle of pragmatism is also what we should uphold. But if we sum 
up all cultural and artistic history in thousands of years as a struggle 
between pragmatism and opposition to pragmatism, this is also putting things 
in simplirtied terms. Based on this viewpoint, we cannot explain many 
historical facts in cultural, literary and artistic fields. Could it be 
that many great writers and poets in the history o1 literature were not

Meanwhile, it often cuts across national boundaries and involves 

exeetrall influences. In studving the cultural achievements of a country, 

we must view thinys trom the standpotnt f the world. Tne "Manifesto of 

the Communist Party’ said that literature was breaking through the narrow 
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Goethe had put forth the idea that "the era of world literature has come, 
! Chinese literature. As early as before the middle ages, 


Goethe aiso praise 














cultural exchanges between different countries and nations began. Cultural 
exchanges started the earliest between China and India. Indian Buddhist 
thinking left a deep imprint on the cultural history of China. For example, 
in the dynasties of Wei and Jin, there appeared a philosophical sect of 

Xuan marked by the feature of analytical thinking. Apart from being based 
on the thinking of philosophers Lao Zi and Zhuang Zi and "The Book of 
Changes" as its backbone, it was chiefly influenced by the works of Buddhism 
that had found their way into China. Well-known figures and monks of that 
time switched from the Xuan sect to Buddhism. There formed a school of 
thought combining Xuan and Buddhism. In translating the Buddhist scriptures, 
the method of putting things in Chinese terms was first adopted. Language 
originally used by philosophers Lao Zi and Zhuang Zi was mostly adopted, 
with its own features, in place of Buddhist terminology. In explaining the 
Buddhist doctrine, many interpretations were borrowed from foreign works, 
After this stage of putting things in Chinese terms, beginning with Dao An, 
Kumarajiva and so forth, a gradual switch to faithful and reliable transla- 
tions took place. Probably just because of this tortuous process of 
exploration in rendering Buddhist works, a proliferation of what could be 
called theories on translated works appeared at that time. These theories, 
together with Buddhist works, had a tremendous effort on our culture. 

Many of them became part of our culture. Especially after the dynasties 

of Tang and Song, Zen was all the rage. From then on, well-known scholars 
and writers were more or less influenced by Zen. In these respects, we 

have so far not done adequate research. This has to do with a long period 
of rejecting the Xuan sect as rubbish due to the doctrine that the Xuan sect 
belongs to idealism. But this is not a down-to-earth scientific attitude. 

I think that apart from dialectics contained in it, Buddhism links the role 
of knowledge and mental activities. Elaborate and conscientious analyses 
made in regard to their fimctions, their nature, their ramifications and so 
forth and the power of the Xuan sect to deepen abstract thinking enriched 
the concept and its spheres... All these had a certain effect on our culture 
and once produced a positive influence on our culture. We should sum up 

all these with the Marxist spirit of criticism, 


At present, some foreign countries have termed oriental studies as China 
studies, strengthening the study of our academic culture. But, for many 
years, we have lagged behind in this respect. We must lose no time in 
catching up. Through Marxist criticism, we cannot only correctly describe 
and assess the historical facts of our culture, but also, at the same time, 
demonstrate the law of the development of our culture, expounding its 

system and tracing its sources. This will make a definite contribution 
toward either the development of our culture or the development of Marxism. 
In addition, we must study on a world scale the cultural results accumulated 
by mankind. We must also make a study of contemporary world culture. 
Culture is developing. At present, the pace of renewing knowledge has 
accelerated. Natural science has made breakthroughs in almost every area. 
There have appeared many new sciences that cut across given fields. This 
inevitably has a smashing impact on the culture of the whole world, touching 
off a chain reaction. In the face of such a new situation and new circum- 
stances, we cannot stay in the rut, following the policy of isolation, as 
practiced before. Facts show that the practice of isolation can only breed 
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ignorance and backwardness and is impracticable. With the country open to 
the world, the introduction of what is advanced, wholesome and worthy has 
brought with it something harmful. I believe that what is negative should 
also be studied. If we do not dare to contact it, how can we make criticism? 
Ideological problems cannot be solved by administrative orders. Only through 
Marxist criticism, by setting forth facts and reasoning things out and by 
citing immutable truths and carrying out great persuasion can we rid it of 
its harmful effects. 


IV. The Relationship Between Marxism and Humanitarianism 


Humanitarianism and the theory of human nature related to it is a major 
problem of theory that bears on philosophy, ethics, sociology, culture, art 
and so forth. What is the relationship between Marxism and humanitarianism? 
This is a problem explored and studied on a world scale and also one of 
heated discussion in our academic and cultural and art circles in recent 


years, 


In the 17 vears before the "great cultural revolution,’ we followed a tortuous 
path in the study of humanitarianism and the problem of human nature and in 
the assessment of relevant works of literature and art. This was related 

to changes in the then prevailing international situation. At that time, 
human nature and humanitarianism were often taken as objects of criticism 
and could not be taken as subjects of scientific research and discussion. 

For a very long period of time, we always indiscriminately criticized 
humanitarianism as revisionism, thinking that humanitarianism was absolutely 
incompatible with Marxism. Criticisms thus made were greatly one-sided. 

Some were even wrong. In articles and speeches written by me in this respect 
in the past, some viewpoints were incorrect or not completely correct. 

During the "great cultural revolution,'’ Lin Biao and the "gang of four" 
carried the criticism of the theory of human nature and humanitarianism to 
extremes, laving a basis for creating public opinion for them to promote 
ruthless and inhuman feudal fascism. The erroneous criticism of the theory 
of human nature and humanitarianism in the past brought serious consequences 
in regard to both theory and practice. This lesson must be borne in mind. 
Since the downfall of the "gang of four,'’ people have urgently demanded 

the restoration of human dignity and the elevation of man's worth. This 

is a negation of the perverted actions by the "gang of four" and is entirely 


right and proper. 


blem of men poses a new problem to us. It is the 

e grasp of Marxism. For many years, our understanding 
of Marxism focused class struggle and proletarian dictatorship. Ina 
time of carrying out stormy revolutionary struggles, we of course needed 
the Marxist doctrine on class struggle and proletarian dictatorship. It 
was exact!v thanks to the guidance of this great doctrine that we achieved 
orv In the new period of socialist construction, we 
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no longer the main contradiction of our society. The main task for the whole 
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socialist modernization and turn our country into a highly civilized and 
highly democratic socialist country. Just as Stalin said, the object 

of socialist production is "men and their needs, that is, the satisfaction 
of human material and cultural needs." ("Selected Works of Stalin," Vol 2, 
p 598) Men are our object in building socialist material civilization and 
spiritual civilization and are also an aim in all our work. Production is 
not an aim in itself, nor is class struggle or people's democratic dictator- 
ship an aim in itself. In the past, many comrades forgot this. From the 
first day Marx became a communist, he set himself the task of emancipating 
all mankind. On the problem of men, he talked relatively more and in a 
relatively concentrated manner in his earlier works. There were very concise 
views from him. There were, of course, also some immature points. Later, 
Marx concentrated on the study of economic problems. He talked relatively 
less about the problem of men. But there were new developments in his works 
compared with his earlier ones. Only by linking the earlier and later works 
by Marx in our studies can we see the differences between them and also 
their links. Only in this way can we have a complete and accurate under- 
Standing of Marxism. 


In the past 23 years, Western Marxists and studnets of Marxism have concen- 
trated on the study of Marx' "Manuscripts on Economics--Philosophy in 1844" 
and have produced many works. At the same time, humanitarian thinking has 
also become very popular. Many young students of our country have shown for 
some time a great interest in some schools of modern Western philosophy. 
This phenomenon should be seriously guided by us. I believe that only by 
practicing Marxist humanitarianism can we really overcome bourgeois humani- 


tarianism. 


Bourgeois humanitarianism (also translated as humanism) that appeared in the 
period of the renaissance in Europe was put forth by advanced bourgeois 
thinkers and once played an unusually positive role in shattering the 
shackles of feudalism and exposing theology and religious rule in the middle 
ages. Later, the social roles of bourgeois humanitarianism varied under 
different historical conditions and different circumstances. Therefore, we 
must also make a concrete study and analysis and cannot negate everything 

in a sweeping manner. Under certain conditions, bourgeois humanitarianism 
can also become a Marxist ally. But it must be pointed out that the 
bourgeois humanitarian ideology is basically different from the Marxist 
ideology. Its basic drawback is to use abstract concepts on human nature 
and humanitarianism to illustrate and explain historv. This humanitarian 
doctrine once also demonstrated certain inspiring strength in smashing the 
old svstem and showed fragments of a Marxist viewpoint on the understanding 
of history. But generally speaking, it has failed to break out of the 
confines of historical idealism marked by social consciousness determining 
social existence. In the sense of a complete ideology, it cannot be taken 
as science. 


I do not favor incorporating Marxism in humanitarianism or summing up all 
Marxism as humanitarianism. But we should admit that Marxism contains 
humanitarianism. Of course, this is Marxist humanitarianism.

By “alienation, 
Marx meant the alienation of men in reality and chiefly the alienation of 
labor. The idea of “alienation of labor" was elaborated in Marx's ''Manu- 
Scripts on Economics--Philosophy in 1844." ae he developed this idea 
into the doctrine of surplus value. This clearly spelled out in ''Das 
Kapital." The view that Marx later gave up “the concept of "alienation' 
is untounded. 
Marx held that the phenomenon is alienation under the system of pete 
ownership reached its peak of development in capitalist society. Various 
phenomena of alienation bind and enslave men and underrate their worth. 
The emancipation of mankind projected by Marx and Engels calls for emanci- 
pation from not only the system of exploitation (exploitation being an 
important form of alienation but not the only form), but also the bond of 
all forms of alienation, that is, overall emancipation. Marx held that 
communism will "give full play to the free development and realization of 
men's bas re , their physical strength and their spiritual strength. 
("Manuscripts on Economics--Philosophy in 1844") Thus, "overall individual 
development takes e ace of one-sided individual development under the 
old system of divisic f labor.” ("Das Kapital") The realization of men 
overali development is the communist "aim in itself." ("Collected Works of 
Marx and En es yl 46, 486) He even said that communism was "a social 

yrm that takes the erall and free development of every man as its funda- 
mental principle.’ ollected Works of Marx and Engels,"' Vol 23, 649)

of men in physical and mental fields. In his “Correspondence on Aesthetic 
Education," Schiller expounded this idea with special emphasis. He demanded 
that through aesthetic education, men be emancipated to "become all-round 
perfect men.’ ("Correspondence on Aesthetic Education, Second Letter’) 
Fourier projected in his future system of cooperation men's "overall develop- 
ment in physical and intellectual fields." ("Selected Works of Fourier," 
Vol 3, p 217) But in the past several centuries, the realization of ideal 
of the overall development of men advocated by advanced people has been 
possible only at the stage of Marxism. This is because Marxism is different 
from past humanitarianism. Marx found the realistic basis and methods for 
the realization of the ideal of overall development of men. These methods 
call for changing the old social relations, abolishing the system of private 
ownership and establishing socialism and communism. On the other hand, 

the realization of overall development of men, as envisioned by past 
humanitarians, in a society of men enslaving men by relying on "reasoned 
strength," “extensive love," “aesthetic education" and other idealist 
doctrines can only be empty talk. In this sense, needless to say, Marxism 


is indeed realistic humanitarianisn. 


In his earlier works, Marx talked about humanitarianism in a positive way. 
It cannot be denied that at that time, he had not completely got rid of the 
erroneous influence of Hegel and Feuerbach. After 1845, Marx and Engels 
criticized the humanitarian ravings of "real socialists." In their works 
in their maturity, they also really refrained from using the term humani- 
tarianism. All these facts must be faced. If we do not admit that Marxism 
is marked by a process of development and if we fail to see the differences 
between Marx's earlier works and later works, written in his maturity, this 
is incorrect. But if we negate the links between Marx's earlier works and 
later works, written in his maturity, and set the two in opposition and if 
we consider that Marx in his later life basically gave up humanitarianisn, 
this is also similarly incorrect. Even the version of humanitarianism 
mentioned by Marx in his earlier works was also different from Feuerbach's 
version. Men as understood by Marx were men in reality, in society and in 
the process of historical development. This was synonymous with the weil- 
known proposition later put forth by him that "men's character is not an 
abstraction inherent in just an individual. in its audio-visual sense, it 
is the sum hs all social relations."’ Feuerbach treated men as abstract and 
equated men's character with reason and love. Marx drew on something from 
Feuerbach, but did not stay at the level of Feuerbach, surpassing the latter. 
Marx criticized Feuerbach's version of humanitarianism but basically had 
never negated humanitarianisnm Later, the establishment of the materialist 
surpl s value put Marx's humanitarian

is greatly superior to capitalist society. But this is not to say that 
socialist society is free from any alienation. In economic construction, 
due to our lack of experience and our failure to understand socialist 
construction as a realm of necessity, we did many foolish things in the past. 
We ended up reaping the harvest of what we did. This meant alienation in 
the economic area. Due to the lack of perfection in regard to democracy 

and the legal system, the people's servants would sometimes abuse the power 
vestcd in them by the people to become, instead, the masters of the people. 
This means alienation in the political rield, or power alienation. As to 
alienation in the ideological field, the most typical case is personality 
cult. This has something in common with religious alienation criticized 

by Feuerbach. Therefore, "alienation" is a phenomenon existing objectively. 
We need not make a big fuss about this term. Thoroughgoing materialists 
Should not be afraid of facing up to reality. Only by admitting alienation 
can we overcome alienation. Of course, socialist alienation is basically 
different from capitalist alienation. Second, we are also entirely capable 
of overcoming alienation through the socialist system itself. The source

SUCCESS IN POPULATION CONTROL CITED

(Article by Ma An [7456 1344]: "A Milestone in Population Control in China"} 


[Text] After the release of the results of the Third National Census, a foreign 
diplomat stationed in China asked this questiorm: Are you confident that you 
can keep population growth under control? 


Our reply is: Judging by the important figures that came out of the most 
recent Census, we have already achieved a remarkable success in keeping down 
Our birth rate and population growth rate. Furthermore, these figures also 
reveal certain trends. If we are to compare these figures with figures 
obtained from the Second National Census conducted in 1964, we can say with 
confidence that, with redoubled effort, we will be able to keep the national 
population within 1.2 billion at the end of the current Century. 


In 1981, the natural growth rate of our population dropped to 14.55 per 
thousand from 1963's 33.5 per thousand. In other words, it dropped from a 
level above the world's average (20 per thousand in 1963) to a level below the 
world's average (17 per thousand in 1981) and this drop was achieved in only 
18 years. For comparison, it took more than 100 years for many countries of 
the world to reduce its population growth rate from above 30 per thousand to 
between 10 and 20 per thousand. Our country has the largest population in the 
world. If we can achieve such a sharp decline in the growth rate with such 
speed, we will let the census figures speak for themselves. 


In tne 18 years since 1964, we did not promote birth control in the first 9 
years. Our population swelled by 186.66 million. In the second 9 year 
li 


which was some 60 million less people than in the first 9-year period. If we 
can further reduce the growth rate to below 10 per thousand in the next 18 

years, which translates into a net increase of not more than 1l million people 
a year, we will be able to keep the national population within 1.2 million. 

As a matter of fact, Shanghai has already met the population guideline. This 
is because the people in Shanghai have heeded well the call of the CPC Central 
Committee to limit each couple to one child. Of all the children born in 1980 


in Shanghai, 77.7 percent were the first child, 19 percent the second child, 
and only 3.3 percent the third child and further down. This 1s a good indi- 
cation that strict compliance with the guideline of one child to each couple 


is the key to population control.
